CURIOUS CONTRETEMPS

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


An application was made by Mr, Charles 8, 
Campbell, K.C., with whom was Mr. Herbert 
Hare (instructed by Messrs. W. C. Hogan and 
Sons), on behalf of John Fleming, “ St, 
Brigid's,” Howth road, Raheny, Co. Dublin, 
for a conditional order by way of mandamus 
directed to Mr. T. G. O'Sullivan, District 
Justice, Dublin, to sign a decree he had pro- 
nounced in open court, and a conditional order 
by way of certiorart directed to District 
Justice Little, Dublin, to bring up to be 
quashed an order made by him striking out a 
case in the Dublin District Court. . 

Mr. Campbell said that Mr. Fleming issued 
a civil bill against John Stafford, 80 Howth 
road, Dublin, for £9 10s., and this was listed 
for hearing in the District Court on 14th 
January last.

The 
District Justice said that he could not allow 
his list to be upset, and the case went on. 
After evidence had been given, the District 
Justice said that Mr, Fleming was: entitled 
to a decree, and he pronounced a decree in 
his favour in the presence of his counsel and 
solicitor for £9 19s. and costs. 

Later, Mr. Hare was approached by a repre- 
sentative of the defendant’s solicitors, who 
said that he thought the case could not have 
been reached until after lunch, and asked Mr. 
Hare to agree to have it reinstated. Mr. 
Hare said that, personally, he would be will- 
ing to ‘facilitate, but that he could not do 
anything at that stage, as his client and his 
solicitor had gone after the decree had been 
given, and he had no instructions.

In the action, the agg MA Walter Wormser 
Harris, a stockjobber, of Warnford Court, 
morton street, Lendon, and William 
McMahon, an accountant, of 64 Queen’s road, 
Twickenham, Middlesex, suing on behalf of 
themselves and all other creditors of the 
estate, claimed to be creditors of the estate 
in the sum of £21,506 under a series of 
documents executed in 1915. The defendant, 
Septimus Drummond Lambert, solicitor, of 
South Frederick street, Dublin, executor “f 
the. will and codicils of the late Alderman 
Harris, denied that the money claimed was 
due and payable out of the estate of Alder- 
man Harris, and counter-claimed to have a 


deed of settlement of 3ist December, 1915, 


which was relied on by the plaintiffs, rectified. 


The plaintiffs appealed from an order of 
the High Court that limited the sum to 
which y were declared. to be entitled to 
rank as creditors of the estate to £1,551 odd; 
and the defendant appealed from an order of 
the High Court that declared the plaintiffs 
entitled ‘to rank as creditors of the estate. 
_ The Chief Justice said that he had read the 
udgment about to be delivered by Mr. 
ustice Murnaghan, and he agreed with it, 
and had nothing to add to it. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan, in the course of 
his judgment said that the appeals involved 
the consideration of complicated deeds ex- 
tending over forty years. He traced the 
origin of the debt of which the plaintiffs 
claimed to be assignees, and exammed the 
terms of' the deed of settlement, on the con- 
struction of which it was, he said, perfectly 
clear that the personal liability of Alderman 
Harris marie 3 a subsisting obligation. 

The substantial part of the defendant’s 
case was that the deed did not carry out 
the arrangement agreed. upon between the 
parties. Jt was asserted that there was a 
definite arrangement by which Alderman 
Harris was to be under no personal liability 
whatever, but it seemed to him to be im- 
possible to hold that Alderman Harris was 
released from liability. 

Qn all the evidence he was satisfied that 
Alderman Harris knew that he could not 
secure a legally binding release, and the 
appellants in the cross-appeal had in his 
opinion failed to prove that there was any 
binding agreement whereby Alderman Harris 
was to be relieved of his legal liability. 

The Court could make no order, he con- 
cluded, beyond one for the administration of 
the estate, with provision for all accounts 
and inquiries incidental thereto. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon said that he en- 
tirely agreed. : 

The Court accordingly discharged the order 
of the High Court, save in so far as it certi- 
fied for discovery. They directed that the 
action be remitted to the High Court for the 
purpose of the administration of the real and 
peronal estate of the late Alderman Harris. 
the costs of the action to be reserved for the 
High Court and to be dealt with in the 
adminstration proceedings, and the defendant 
to pay the plaintiffs the costs of the appeal.

The ‘hearing was resumed in the Central 
Criminal Court, Dublin, yesterday, before 
Mr. Justice Hanna, of tue case in which 
Hugh Gillan and Francis Gallagher, 
labourers, of Donegal, were changed with 
having shot at and wounded Joseph Duffy, 
also of Donegal, with intent to murder him 
half a mile outside the town on the night of 
November 16th last, :

Haugh (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), prosecuted; Mr. 8. V. Kirwan (1n- 
structed by Captain Ramage) appeared for 

Mr. G. Murnaghan, with Mr, ©. 
O Dalaigh (instructed by Mr. F. Gallagher), 
appeared for Gallagher. 
illan, who had given direct evidence on the 
revious evening, was cross-examined by Mr. 
augh. He said that he had been engaged 
on the sewerage scheme almost from the time 
it started, and was dismissed by Duffy with- 
out cause, so far as he knew. Later he was 
taken on again, and worked from 11th May to 
October 22nd. He was again dismissed, but 
did not know the cause of his dismissal. He 
was clear about his movements on the night of 
the shooting. “Before he made his statement 
to Sergeant O’Connor he did not know at 
what time the shooting took place. 

He now admitted that he was out on the 
road to the hospital, and that he did not tell 
Sergeant O'Connor that, as he had forgotten 
He denied having said to the 
Guards: “ I have a load on my mind, and 1 
want to get shut of it.” He further denied 
that he and Gallagher had tried to intimidate 
John McCloskey from giving evidence about 
their dismissal. He was not angry at being 
dismissed, 


PRISONER’S DEFENCE 


James McHugh said that on the night of 
the shooting. he went into Gillan’s house at 
9.15. He and Gillan had supper together. 
and then they read the paper till about twenty 
past ten, . 

Cross-examined by Mr. Haugh, witness said 
that Gillan left the house about half-past ten, 
and witness left about twenty minutes later. 
He returned to Gillan’s house some time after- 
wards for his paper, and then heard about the 
shooting. 

Margaret Gillan said that her brother 
Huga, the accused man, came home about 
9.20, and remained in the house until 10.30. 

This closed the evidence for the defence, 
and Mr. G, Murnaghan asked for a direction 
in favour of his client, Gallagher, on the 
ground that there was no evidence to go to 
the jury. There was nothing more than sts- 
picion in this case. : 

Mr. Justice Hanna said he thought there 
was more than suspicion. It must go to the 
jury. 

In the course of his summing-up Mr. Jus- 
tice Hanna said that the action of the Guards 
and their association with the case, and wit- 
nesses, had been criticised, but it had to be 
remembered that this was a difficult case, and 
public spirit in the locality might not be 
such as would enable the Guards to secure 
evidence in any other way. 


LEAVE TO APPEAL REFUSED 


After an absence of an hour the jury found 
that the accused men were not guilty of 
shooting with intent to murder, and not 
guilty of wounding with intent to murder, 
but guilty of wounding Joseph Duffy with 
intent to do grievous bodily harm. 

The Judge said he could not take a light 
view of the case. The jury had brought in 
a merciful verdict. Grievous bodily harm was 
done to Joseph Duffy. In the circumstances, 
he could not impose a sentence of less than 
penal servitude on both accused men for 
three years. 

Mr. Kirwan, for Gillan, and Mr. Maur- 
naghan, for Gallagher, asked for a certificate 
of leave to appeal, which the Judge refused. 

Mr. Justice Hanna expressed his high ap- 
preciation of the manner in which Inspector 
Fianagan, Sergeant Moran and the Guards 
who were on duty in the court, and who ha 
charge of the juries, performed their very 
dificult duties during the course of the BSes- 
sions. He recommended that they should 
be given the customary day’s leave, 

The Sessions ended.

Reliable 
patterns state in a table the amount 
we for different widths of cloth. 

n passing, Í may say that I have never 
seen a lovelier range of summer materials 
than can be had now. More and more of 
them bear the magic legend “ uncrush- 
able,” especially linens and linen mixtures. 
And the silks will surely lure you to 
purchase material for two frocks when you 
meant to buy for only one. 


AT THE PRICE OF ONE 


Wl, if you make your own frocks, you 
can have two at the price of one, and 
indulge your fancy with a good conscience. 
But you must chic in every detail. 

The third law of dressmaking is to press 
and. press again. Never let impatience 
spur you to cutting out before both 
material and pattern have been pressed till 
there is no wrinkle in either. The pattern 
will then stay in place with the minimum 
of pinning and there will be no risk of a 
neglected crease increasing (sorry!) your 
waistline by half-an-inch or more.

This is fatal: for a frock so treated will 
take its revenge by concealing any grace 
with which heaven may have endowed 
you. And unpicking the seams is a pro- 


cess fraying to both temper and material. } 


The moral is: ‘‘ Tack and try on.” 

When you are satisfied as to fit, then, 
and only then, sew the seams; but you 
must never on any account set in sleeves, 
put on a collar or cuffs or turn up hems, 
without first pressing all seams. 

The crossing of unpressed seams will 
brand any piece of sewing as an ama- 
teur's attempt, causing unsightly lumps 
and puckers where there should be almost 
invisible lines. 


PRESSING SEAMS 


The pressing of seams requires. sume 
care, but can be done quite professionally 
with improvised equipment. If you possess 
no sleeve board, a rolling-pin or even a 
broom handle, swathed in a bath towel, 
will serve very well for pressing sleeve, 
shoulder and collar seams. . 

For pressing the garment as a whole 
it is essential to have a soft, level ironing 
blanket. There must be no holes to cause 
dips that will catch the point of the iron 
and make a bulge in the

fabric (preferably unbleached muslin) 


should be placed and fastened with draw- 


ing pins under the edges of board or 

table—again to avoid wrinkles. -

KEEP THE IRON MOVING 


It is useful to remember that heayy 
damp cottons and linens will stand a pretty 
hot iron on the wrong side—if the iron is 
kept moving—but all fine thin fabrics 
especially silks and synthetic materials 
like rayon or celanese, should be pressei 
with an iron only moderately hot. 

Wool should never be pressed withont , 
pressing cloth; otherwise it is liable to 
stick to the iren and get scorched. 

Two or three final tips: When removing 
tacking threads do not draw the whole 
thread at one go; smip it every few inches 
and pull it out bit by bit. This wil] not 
mark the material or pull threads in |ight 
fabrics. 

When sewing buttons where they will 
have a lot of wear and tear sew thom 
through to a smaller button on the wrong 
side. And, if you have to run in elasti- 
or ribbon, use a safety pin in preference 
to awbodkin, being careful to Fold it é 
that it is not unfastened en route. This 
averts the danger of poking holes or losing 
the elastic half-way.

DOCTORS’ WARNING 


Doctors never cease warning that food is 
likely to go bad when the temperature rises 
above fifty degrees Fahrenheit, but below 
this temperature the bacteria, which cause 
the decomposition of the food, cannot. thrive. 
Approximately during three hundred of the 
three hundred and sixty-five days of the 
year the temperature is above fifty degrees 
‘ahrenheit. 

Larders do not solve the problem. They 
are rarely properly ventilated or entirely 
free from flies. They are often in the same 
room or near the cooker, which naturally 
raises the heat inside them. Their shelves 
are difficult to clean, and a great deal of 
the food is exposed, without covering, to the 
effects of a humid atmosphere. If the food 
becomes obviously bad it is thrown away, 
but nine times out of ten the decay is incap- 
able of detection by sight, taste or smell.

Amongst ‘the 
competitors one mects the name of Séamus 
O Riain, Tomcoole; the present Minister for 
Agriculture, who was awarded prizes in the 
Irish history and language séctions.

Complaints that plan; for an exteusion fo 
Tipperary District Hospital had been in the 
hands of the Local Government Department 
for almost twelve months without being 
sanctioned were made by a deputation trom 
Tipperary, which appeared before Mr. Com- 
missioner Meghen at a sitting of the South 
Tipperary Board of Health. 
Archdeacon Nolan, P.P., V.G., who 
headed the deputation, said that large sums 
were being spent in other towns in erecting 
and equipping hospitals; but Tipperary, in 
which most of the surgical, medical and 
obstetrical work in the county was done, was 
neglected, When ‘they asked for sanction 
for the plans for Tipperary, which included 
the erection of a new maternity ward and 
apartments for nuns and nursing sisters, 
they were told by the Department that an 
old and ramshackle oe outside tho 
grounds of the hospital could be re-made 
into a maternity ward and apartments for 
nurses. * 
The Rev. Father Hayes, ©.C., said that 
the conditions under which maternity cases 
had to be dealt with in Tipperary Hospital 
at present were a disgrace, and were not fit 
for human beings. 
Mr. P. Fanning, Chairman, and Mr. J. 
Cahill, Vice-Chairman, Tipperary Urban 
Council, also spoke. 
Mr, Commissioner Meghen said the County 
Medical Officer of Health was asked by the 
Minister to examine the maternity hospitals 
of the county and to register them. When 
the County Medical Officer did made a re- 
port on the facts that existed in Tipperary 
there was a rather extraordinary letter sent 
down from. the Dpartment stating that he 
should not have interfered in the matter, 
though he had been previously asked to report 
on it. Te County Medical Officer was quite 
right in condemning the present maternity 
arrangements in Tipperary. 
He (the Commissioner) would make an 
order asking the“ Mimister~to sanction the 
plans for extensions to the hospital, together 
with a suggésted laundry and chapel.

The prevention of blindness is now absorbing 
the attention of a special committee of the 
National Council for the Blind of Ireland, 
according. té the annual report of the organi- 
sation presented to a meeting in the Greshain 
Hotel, Dublin, yesterda 

The cemmittee’s sbiicks include the 
establishment of an ophthalmic school for the 
treatment of infectious eve diseases; and an 
inquiry into the possibility of having expectant 
mothers ticated at ante-natal clinics in order 
to reduce the incidence of congenital blind- 
ness. Its work has Ia been recognised 
by the Department of Local Government and 
Public Hea 

The Chairman (Mr. Denis Barrett) said 
that home visitors were working in Dublin, 
but as there were about 4.000 blind persons 
in Ireland, a more were needed. 

Dr. J. Matson (President of the Royai 
College i: Surgeons in Ireland) moved the 
adoption of the report, and praised the work 
of the home visitors who helped to alleviate 
the loneliness of the blind. 

Supporting the motion, Mr. E. C. Bewley

If the passing of the Senate were not 
so tragic from the national point of view, 
the whole business might be rather 
amusing. President de Valera admits that 
he has a hankering after a Second 
Chamber. Apparently, he realises that 
unicameral legislatures have their draw- 
backs, and he has been racking his brains 
to discover some reasonable alternative to 
the Senate—which we may regard now as 
defunct. Unhappily, he has been unable 
to devise any other form of Second 
Chamber which would meet with his 
approval—in other words, which could be 
trusted in \all emergencies to do precisely 
as he might order it to do; and now he 
has tried to throw the onus of his failure 
on the shoulders of the Opposition.

What, precisely; does a new Constitu- 
tion mean? Constitutions cannot be drawn

Constitution, according to the President, 
must have some element of permanence. 
It will be capable of development accord- 
ing to the popular will; but, apparently, 
it will be free from all the imperfections 
of the instrument which Mr. de Valera 
has been tearing up so assiduously, and, 
whether or not it provides for a Second 
Chamber, it will satisfy Fianna Fáil's 
ambitions. Does President de Valera 
intend to proclaim his Republic at long 
last? He told the Dáil that he did not 
think that a completely new Constitution 
ought to be adopted without the direct 
consent of the people; therefore, we must 
assume that he will have a general election 
in the autumn, Wil] he then put his 
fortunes to the test? Having got rid of 
the Senate—and, to all intents and 
purposes, of the Crown—will he cut the 
Free State adrift from the Commonwealth 
and give the people that independent 
Republic for which, according to Fianna 
Fail, they are yearning? Will he seek a 
mandate for this final step at the polls? 
Hitherto he has defended his failure to 
declare a Republic on the ground that he 
obtained no warrant for such a drastic 
move at the last election. Now that 
virtually all the constitutional difficulties 
have been removed from his path, and 
that the Senate—which was a serious 
stumbling block—has disappeared, there 
no longer seems to be any good reason why 
the President should hesitate. The Statute 
of Westminster gives the Free State the 
implicit right to secede from the Common- 
wealth. Great Britain certainly would 
not lift a finger to prevent her, and the 
other Dominions are indifferent to her 
‘future. -If, then, President de Valera 
wishes to declare his twenty-six ccunty 
Republic, nobody will say him nay. In 
that event the people of the Saorstdt 
would know at least where they stood. 
Before he can do anything in the matter, 
however, he must consult the people; and 
we doubt very much that the inhabitants 
of the Free State have become so neglect- 
ful of their own interests as to sanction 
a step which would make them a laughing 
stock in the eyes of the world.

Cinemas in lreland 


The figures which Miss T. J. Beere 
gives for cinema attendance in the Free 
remarkably large when 
small from the other. Eighteen and a 
quarter million people, according to the 
lecture which she gave last. night to the 
Statistical Society of Ireland, visited the 
Free State cinemas in 1924-35, and the 
number seems enormous until we reflect 
that it means an average yearly attend- 
ance of only six visits for every member 
of the population. Even in Dublin, whére 
the queues seem to grow longer no matter 
how many new cinemas are built, the 
yearly average is only 23 visits. Can it 
be that everybody has been exaggerating 
the power of the cinema, and has been 
crediting it with an influence over Irish 
life which six visits a year—or eren 23— 
could not possibly invoke? The answer 
can only be “yes and no.” On the one 
hand Miss Beere’s estimate, if it is 
corrects is a reminder that there must 
be many thousands of people in Ireland 
whose lives are untouched by Hollywood, 
or almost untouched. There are 190 
cinemas in the Free State, most of them 
concentrated in the larger towns, and 
Irish villagers see little of them. One 
tends too much to think of these problems 
in terms of Dublin, forgetting that the 
majority of the people does not liv» there, 
and is under many influences that are 
quite different. That very fact, however, 
accentuates the case of the towns, and 
makes the total of eighteen and a quarter 
millions large, indeed. It probably would 
be fairly near the truth to say that the 
‘cinema habit” is confined to a rela- 
tively small number of people in Ireland, 
but that with them it is very strong. 
Country people are not under its influence 
to any great degree, but there is plenty 
of evidence for its existence in the towns, 
especially among younger people and 
school-children. The cinema’s influence, 
good or bad, is not spread evenly over 
the country, and, since it is recognised 
as a problem as well as a means of enter- 
tainment, it would be interesting to have 
more comprehensive figures which would 
show exactly what its scope may be.

There will be no exhibition of 
the prospective mate to the lady’s derisive 
relatives, since it would be undignified to 
lead forth a five foot two citizen with the 
introduction: “ This is the man who 
thinks, after a couple of years, he might 
succeed in loving me.” The capture 
certainly could be achieved ; but the suspi- 
cion, however unsound, that -it had been 
achieved only because the victim had 
succeeded in tolerating his fate, would 
prove an eternal irritant. The whole 
point of Eden is lost when Adam eats the 
apple because, by his own labours, he has 
acquired a taste for fruit.

The abolition of the»Senate, he said, 
had now been before the country for more 
than two years.

The Government decided to abolish 
the Senate because they regarded it in the 
existing circumstances as being not a*help 
to the country, but rather a dahger. They 
had announced that opinion before the 
last general election. 
said at that time that they intended, if 
returned to office, to abolish the Senate as 
at present constituted, and if it was decided 
to retain a second le,islative chamber they 
intended to reduce its membership con- 
siderably. Anyone who had read that 
statement should not fail to have under- 
stood their intention. As Fianna Fail 
had, step by step, to implement their other 
promises, so had they, when the occasion 
arose which made it clear to them that 
further delay would be dangerous, brought 
in a bill to abolish the Senate. 

It had been argued that, while they got 

ermission of the electorate to abolish the 
Senate as now constituted, they did not 
seek and did not obtain a mandate to 
abolish the second legislative chamber. 
On a previous occasion he had pointed out 
that they had not gone to the people and 
said that their minds were definitely made 
up on this matter, but they (the Govern- 
ment) had clearly indicated that iú Was 
open to them either to abolish the Senate 
altogether or, if they retained it, to reduce 
its membership considerably. In all the 
arguments very few had been directed to 
the maintenance of the Senate as at 
present constituted. There was, perhaps, 
more general agreement on this than on 
any other political issue, and he was ask: 
ing the Dail to pass final sentence on the 
Senate and send it off. 


DOOR STILL OPEN 


“1 say to those who are not convinced 
that the country would be better served 
by a single legislative chamber than by 
two,” continued Mr, de Valera, “ that in 
doing so the door is not definitely closed.’’ 
(Laughter and shouts oí '“ Thomas ' from 
the Opposition. ) 

He had challenged the Opposition on 
previous occasions to indicate—for this was 
the real crux of the matter—how a Senate 
was to be composed which was reasonably 
worth setting up, which would be a help, 
and not a danger, and he had seen no 
response whatever to that challenge, 
except one, which was that the Senate 
should be nominated. This was not the 
first time that that proposition had been 
made. There were Senates that were 
nominated and that continued to exist; 
but it must be obvious to anyone who 
thought that such a Senate could not, in 
fact, be a real safeguard, and that it was 
open to attack from so many directions 
that the moment it strove in a crisis to 
function properly it was bound to fall if it 
opposed, or seemed to oppose, the popular 
majority opinion. He did grant that, if 
they were thinking in the abstract of form- 
ing an ideal Senate, they would get nearer 
to the ideal by that method than by any 
other he had heard suggested ; and, if they 
were to come into the House with a 
concrete proposition that a Second 
Chamber á Abs, | ine established. by nomina- 
tion, he doubted if many deputies would 
vote for the proposition. Not many of 
the Opposition had defended the existing 
Senate constitution, but it was singular 
that none of them came forward with a 
proposition. He renewed this challenge 
now. They had some hours before them to 
consider the matter, and, if the Opposi- 
tion could put up amy concrete pro sals, 
he promised to consider them very ¢ osely ; 
but they could not continue to leave this 
matter any longer im suspense. If they 
were to consider dispassionately the advisa- 
bility of a Second Chamber, they could do 
it better when the old Senate was gone. 


SUSPECT FROM THE OUTSET 


The present Senate was composed at a 
time when, in the nature of things, only a 
certain part of the community was repre- 
sented in it. It was suspect almost from 
the beginning. ‘and its later actions proved 
that these suspicions were not ill-founded. 
It was felt : the majority that this 
Senate would be a definite danger when- 
ever the people tried to advance to the 
freedom which they felt to be their right.

be constituted, and that, having been con- 
stituted, would function. He had tried 
on more than one occasion to work out the 
constitution on the basis of vocational 
representation, but they were . not 
organised here in a way that would enable 
them to form satisfactorily, such a Second 
Chamber. That was the first difficulty, 
and the second difficulty was that they 
would not be fulfilling their election 
pledges if they were to attempt to form 
one on that basis.. In any event, he did 
not think there: could be formed a satis- 
factory vocational Second Chamber com- 

ed of as small a number of members as 
1¢ had in mind, 

He had always regarded a Second 
Chamber as being ultimately subordinate 
to the primary one, the one immediately 
representing the people, or, at leust, 
subordinate to the people themselves. The 
utmost power they could give to a Second 
Chamber would be power to compel a vote 
of the people. The difficulty immediately 
suggested itself that that power would be 
used for political purposes. 


OPPOSITION’S DUTY 


The Opposition in the Dail had said that 
it was its duty to oppose. He thought 
that was a very negative form of its duty. 
He thought their duty was to see that 
every measure passed in the House would 
be in the best interests of the people. It 
might be a vital fault of a vocational 
Senate—if they could get a worth-while 
one—that it would be larger in numbers 
than the thirty-five or forty-five members | 
he had indicated. He was quite prepared 
to consider suggestions if they were prac- 
ticable. There was a danger that they 
might be instituting two separate parts of 
a legislature on different principles, and 
there might be conflicting authority. 

He regarded it as wasteful at the 
moment to argue on this matter. The best 
thing’ generally would be to put it to a 
vote, because _eyerybody had made 
up his mind. He was anxious that 
the question of the abolition of the 
existing Senate should be _ carefully 
separated’ from his challenge to those who 
held that Second Chambers were valuable, 
and that a valuable one could be created 
here. The burden of showing that such a 
chamber could be constituted and that it 
could successfully function was upon those 
who held for the two-chamber system, and 
not upon those who held that, with 
proper modifications, a single chamber 
system would work very well. The Nor- 
wegian system had been referred to, but 
it was not really a two-chamber system, 
but rather a simple single chamber, with 
a division from the point of practical work. 


RESOLUTION PROPOSED 


If they had in this country a Second 
Chamber which had not definitely 
thwarted the people’s will, it was possible 
that they; from sheer inertia, might con- 
tinue sending bills to. the second 
House and not bother very much about it. 
That, however, would not prove that a 
Second Chamber was necessary or valu- 
able; but, he asked, was it worth the 
nation’s while to set un a body of that 
sort unless it could be shown to be 
definitely necessary. It had been said 
that whatever Was unnecessary in govern- 
ment was pernicious. 

He proposed the resolution, and hoped 
that if any good arguments were put for 
ward by the Opposition they would con- 
sider them at the end of the evening 
calmly and impartially.

ARAB STRIKE 


JEWISH PORT . TAKES:

UST when the situation in Palestine

Although 
Bird was rushed to hospital immediatzty,

The first Briton to die since the “itar- 
ders began over a month ago, Const rble 
Bird leaves a mother, who lives at Lads 
broke Grove, London. 

His’ death brings the number of 
casualties in the disturbances since April 
19th to 380. 

One other European has been killed and 
17 injured. Of tho injured, seven were 
Britigh police officers, two British soldiers 
and tight civilians. 

The despatch of a third battalion of 
troops from Egypt to reinforce those 
already here—this move was authorised in 
London ‘yesterday—is not contemplated for 
the present. The strencth of the British 
forces assembled in Fgypt during the 
Italo-Ethiopian conflict is still being main- 
tained, it was stated in Cairo to-day. Re- 
ports that numbers of troovs are being re- 
called from the western desert, near the 
Egyptian-Libyan border, are incorrect. 


"PLANES ACTIVE 

Royal Air Force ‘planes are being in- 
creasingly used in the search for armed 
terrorists roving the ‘hills and snipers 
hidden in the many orange groves. 

While the increasing number of Arab 
hawkers plying in the streets and the half 
open Arab shops indicate a falling off of 
the strike, efforts are being made by other 
Arabs to intensify the stoppage. 

A manifesto signed by a member of the 
Arab Students’ Committee has been pub- 
lished at Nablus, calling on Arab civil 
servants to join the strike. So far, forty 
agitators and strike Jeaders have been 
banished from the scenes of their activities 
to other towns, or placed under police 
surveillance, and compelled to report 
several times daily. | 

In Tel Aviv a Jewish group has formed 
a maritime utility corporation,’ with 
capital of £100,000, to finance lighterage 
and unloading facilities for the new port. 
Development of port facilities at Tel Aviv, 
oebering in a Jewish centre, has been 

astened by the strike of Arab. water- 
front workers at the adjacent town of 
Jaffa. 


BATTLE WITH SNIPERS 


Numerous disturbances occurred under 
cover of darkness again last night. The 
shootings included a battle between police 
and snipers, who fired at the. Jewish 
labourers’ sanatorium, five miles outsidé 
Jernsalem. The police succeeded in, re- 
pulsing the snipers. 

Snipers also ambushed a police car 
patrol on the outskirts of the town, and 
fired on a traffic control patrol on the 
main road to Jaffa. In both cases many 
shots were exchanged, but there were no 
casualties. In Jaffa itself two bombs 
were thrown. 

The uprooting of trees—a particularly 
vicious. form.of attack on agriculture— 
continues in the northern districts, 

An Arab. seriously wounded in a clash 
with Seaforth Highlanders, died in Jenin 
Hospital to-night, and another was killed 
when. police esconting a Jewish lorry from 
Tel ‘Aviv to Jaffa fired after they had been 
heavily stoned.

SMUGGLING QUERY BY 


BRITAIN

TIENTSIN, Thursday. 

Two thousand Chinese students and 
workers took part in an anti-Japanese 
demonstration here this morning, and 
large numbers of them continued to 
demonstrate throughout the day. The 
students harangued crowds and placarded 
the city with anti-Japanese posters. 

A Japanese military spokesman alleged 
that the demonstrators were instigated by 
Communists aiming to wreck Japansee 
interests in North China. 

At the Municipal Offices the demon- 
strators presented a petition denouncing 
the recent increase in the strength of 
Japanese garrisons in North China and 
the smuggling of goods across the Man- 
churian frontier into North China. They 
also protested, against alleged Japanese 
surveillance of Chinese schools. 

There were tense moments when the 
Japanese threatened to occupy the grounds 
of Nankai University, where the students 
were holding a mass meeting and had 
passed a resolution calling for a three 
days’ strike and urging resistance to inva- 
sion, Chinese militiamen hurried to the 
scene from: various parts of the city, and 
the students dispersed peacefully. 

The British Ambassador in Tokyo, says 
a message from that city, called on the 
Vice-Foreign Minister, Mr. Horiuchi, this 
afternoon and sounded him on the atti. 
tude to the alleged smuggling scandal in 
North China. It is understood that Mr. 
Horiuchi, after explaining all the circum- 
stances, said that in the Japanese view 
no such smuggling case could be sub- 
stantiated because Japanese merchants 
who import goods duly pay the prescribed 
tariff in North China.

FASTEST LAP 

Seaman also did the fastest lap of the 
race at an even 72 miles an hour, which 
was some two miles an hour slower than 
had been done by other cars in practice. 

Of the nineteen starters the half-dozen 
named above were the only drivers to 
complete the distance within 15 minutes 
of the winner's finishing time,. though 
three others were still running. 

The relatively narrow margin by which 
Seaman won, coupled with the fact that 
he was the only driver in the race who 
made a non-stop run, might suggest that 
he was closely pressed throughout by the 
drivers of the E.R.A. cars, but, as a fact, 
he had the measure of the field all the 
time, and drove with a restraint that was 
deserving of as much praise as his. skill. 
After being second to Earl Howe on the 
first three laps and to Cyril Paul on the 
fourth lap. Seaman went into the lead in 
the fifth circuit. Thereafter the race was 
a procession as far as he was concerned.

Instead of being “round the houses ”’ of 
Douglas, the four miles circuit was out- 
side the town. Three miles of. it were 
over extremely narrow and twisting roads. 
Tt called for great caution, and all the 
drivers~ treated it with respect. As a 
result, the race. was entirely free from 
accidents, and although some of the cars 
hit the high banks on the tiarrow part of 
the course, all the retirals were due to 
mechanical trouble. , 

All the twenty cars that took part in 
the practising came to the post, with the 
exception of Freddy Dixon’s Riley, which 
Dixon considered was not suitable for the 
course. 

Retirements were numerous in the early 
stages of the race, and before half of the 
distance was covered the field was reduced 
to ten. Thereafter the mortality was 
lower, and when the time limit expired 
there were three cars running in addi- 
tion to the six placed vehicles. 


IRISH NON-FINISHERS 

The non-finishers included Flight Lieu- 
tenant L. R. Briggs, of Belfast, who had 
seven laps to do, and C. J. P. Dodson on 
a little Austin, which, in the early part 
of the race, put up a remarkable show, 
holding sixth place at the end of ten laps, 
and being then only 50 seconds behind the 
leader.

HE Northern Government's gás to 

the charges of the National Council 
for Civil Liberties, which alleged, im a 
report published last Monday, that a 
virtual dictatorship existed under the 
Special Powers Act, is the subject of a 
statement issued last night on alf of 
the Council. Sir Dawson ‘Bates, the 
Northern Minister of Home Affairs, who 
issued the Government’s statement, had 
described the report as “ grossly biassed,’ 
and this charge the Council now purports 
to answer. : 

It refers to a document dealing with the 
Special Powers Acts which was issued in 
1934 by the Magistrates’ Association of 
Northern Ireland, the relevant passages in 
which were :— 

‘‘ Ulster, normally law-abiding, was dis- 
turbed. The new Parliament could not 
resist the demand made by officials, and 
these demanded and received, in the Civil 
Authorities Act, 1922, dictatorial powers. 
Personal freedom, free speech, a free Press 
or the rights of subjects under a constitu- 
tion, even of property, were made to 
ad, suim on the discretion or caprice of an 
unknown official. 

‘* The civil authority (the Home Minis- 
ter) can delegate his authority to any offi- 
cer. He takes the lace of Parliament, 
for he can, and does, make new regulations 
and create new crimes at will. Any man 
may be arrested without warrant on sus- 
picion, his person and. house searched, and 
he may be kept in prison for any time 
without trial. The Act is a very drastic 
one, and as long as it continues it cannot 
be said that the English Constitution is 
in force.” 

The Council declares that the writer of 
this was not an official opponent of the 
Government, but a Resident Magistrate 
who had served the Northern [Ireland 
Government for 12 years, and had been 
one of those whose duty it was to 
administer the Acts. 


UNIONIST OPPOSITION 


The Council further state that it was, 
therefore, clear that a large and responsible 
section of the Unionist community were 
opposed in principle to the Special Powers 
Act. It is eontended that the investiga- 
tions of the Commission have shown that 
there is, among persons who are normally 
supporters of the Government, serious dis- 
satisfaction with the suppression of 
political liberty in the North of Ireland. 

Referring to the “various further 
charges ’’ made against the Commission 
by the Minister of Home Affairs, the 
Council state that Sir Dawson Bates’s 
statement refers specifically to only two 
suggested inaccuracies in the report—the 
qualifications of Resident Magistrates and 
the position of Mr. Cahir Healy, M.P., as 
a -pacifist. 

Regarding the latter reference, the 
Council “‘ think it unnecessary to refer to 
this matter, beyond stating that it is to 
be regretted that the Government of 
Northern Ireland have taken this oppor- 
tunity to make a personal ‘attack on Mr. 
Healy quite unconnected with any criticism 
in the body of the Commission’s ‘report. 


COUNCIL’S REGRET 
“The Council regret that the Home 


Minister’s statement was so largely 
devoted to generalisations and an attack 
on the competence of the members of the 
Commission,’’ and so little to the specific 
legal and constitutional issues raised in 
the report.

The incentive must in these circumstances
